my. To ſtop a Looſeneſs, at this time of the 
Diſtemper Opiates are neceſſary, and may be 
ſafely uſed. When the Appearance of the Meaſles 
is gone off, if the Fever ſtill continues with very 
urgent and violent Symptoms, we deſpair of a 
Recovery. On the contrary, if the Criſis hath 
been perfect, it will be convenient to purge 
with ſome Hydragogue Medicines to prevent the 
il Effects of the colliguated Lympba; however, 
the Maſs of Blood ought not to be agitated 
over haſtily, before the Venom is wholly ſub- 
dued.

ln this Kind the Adult generally have a 
Salivalion, and Children a Diarrhæa. The Sali- 
vation ſometimes begins from the time of the 
Eruption, ſometimes a Day or two after. About 
the eleventh Day the Saliva grows thicker, and 
is not diſcharged without great Difficulty and 
Danger of Suffocation, and about that time for 
the moſt part it ceaſes, and the Tumour of the 
Face gradually ſubſides, and inſtead of it the 
hands uſe to {well, or at leaſt ought to do ſo. 
The Diarrhœa does not ſeize on Children fo ſoon , 
in the beginning of the Diſtemper.

There is not in Nature a better Corrective d 
peſtilential Air than Fire, as much Experienc 
hath taught us. Hippecrates with Fire ſubdued 
and extinguiſhed that famous Plague that cam 
into Greece from Z1hiopia : for he had comman 
ded large bright Fires to be kindled.chiefly intit 
Night; ſcaſon throughout the whole City, to pur 
away the Pollutions of the Air. Fires made vid 
Juniper or Aſh- wood, *tis believ'd, are very & 
ficacious to amend the infectious Qualities of tit 
Air. The burning of Brimſtone and che Exploſo 
of Gunpowder purify the Ait, and deſtroy its „ 
ning 


ruptive Qualities; the ſame does the bur 
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Amber, Frankincenſe, Pitch, &c. Alſo the Fumes 

of Vinegar, raid with hot Irons or Bricks. With 

reſpect to Diet in times of the Plague, it is advi- 

fable above all things to obſerve an exact Tem- 
perance, avoiding, Exceſſes of all kinds, which 
contributes very much to the Preſervation of 
Health: however, it, muſt be remembered that 

all ſudden Changes are dangerous ; for which rea- 

ſon it is moſt dangerous ſuddenly to alter the 

uſual and accuſtomed way of living. Iris dange- 

rous to go abroad in the time of the Plague with 

an empty Stomach. Pork and all forts of Swine's 

Fleſh is eſteem'd to be unwholeſome at ſuch a 

time, All ſweet things are to be avoided. Wine 
moderately made uſe of is reckoned beneficial; 

but the Abuſe of it is exceedingly dangerous. 
Mercurialis teſtifies, that, at Patavium and Ve- 

nice, he obſerved moſt of the Tipplers of Wine 

and ſtrong Liquors to have died, who thought 

by that means to have preſerved themſelves 
from the Diſtemper. Thick Woollen Clothes 

are apt to take the Infection ſoon, and retain it 

a long while; wherefore Veſtments made of thin 

Silk or Sattin are to be prefer'd in ſuch times. 
Bleeding, tho% much recommended by many Bleeding. 
of the ancient as well as modern Phyſicians, as 
a good Preſervative, we entirely reject, as a very 
dangerous and molt miſchievous Practice; be- 
cauſe Experience has taught us, - that thoſe, who 
made uſe of it by way of Prevention, were 
ſoon after it ſeiz'd with the Diſtemper; where- 
tore we ſtrictly prohibited it. Many celebrated 
Phyſicians have highly recommended the Ap- 
plication of Cauteries, or the making of Iflues, , 
and we have often ſeen the great Advantage of 
em. By way of Prevention in ſound and health- 
ful Bodies; it was ſufficient to keep them from 
being over-coſtive, rather than to create a Laxi-

Ari. 177. All the Phyſicians have always been 
under grievous miſtakes about the Cure of the 
Plague, for as much as they have .been ever 
heſitating about the Cauſe. of it, and about the 


| Remedies, they would make uſe of: For the 


true Cauſe of it is yet unknown, and a proper 
Remedy has not been diſcovered for ſo great an 
Evil. When Perſons are actually infected with 
the Plague, they ought moſt religiouſly to ab- 
ſtain from Phlebotomy; purging Medicines and 
Yomits. are alſo equally to be avoided. Coſtive- 
neſs is not to be feared, , tho it continues a. 
long time, in as much as we have not obſerved 
it to have been prejudicial to any. In the very 
beginning of the Diſtemper we muſt have re- 
courſe to Antidotes and Sudorificks ; and theſe 
Remedies, otherwiſe called Alexipbarmicks, are 
manifold and various, which are mixed and 
compounded with great Variety according to 
the Nature of the Diſtemper itſelf and other 
Circumſtances, which are left to the Judgment 
of the Phyſician, and gannot be determined by

Art. 178. We proceeded to the Cure after the The Method 
Following manner ; Firſt, we gave orders, that of Cure. 


the Bed-Chamber ſhould be kept clean, and that, 
to correct the Air, 1t ſhould be fumigated three 
or four times a Day, and that the ſick Perſon 
ſhould preſently take a Sudorifick Draught (whe- 
ther it was the firſt, ſecond or third Day of the 
Diſtemper) and that he ſhould be covered up 
warm in the Bed, that he -might ſweat three or 
four Hours, according as his Strength would bear: 
if the Sweat would not readily riſe, it was uſual 
with us to apply Bags of hot Sand to the Feer, 
Arm-pits and Groins. And if the firſt Sweating 
did not procure relief, after a few Hours the Su- 
dorifick Potion was to be repeated; if after the 
ſecond Sweating the Fever and the other Symp- 
toms did yet increaſe, and the Patient was no- 
thing better, it was look'd upon to be a very 
bad Sign: After ten or twelve Hours, and the 
Days following, we repeated the Sudorifick Me- 
dicines four or five times, (as Neceſſity ſeemed 
to require.) In the intermediate times between 
the giving the Sudorificks, were given various 
Antidotes to extinguiſh the Violence of the Ve- 
nom, as alſo corroborative Confections, and ſuch

Generally ſpeaking, in all In- 
flammations of the Liver, there is felt an ob- 
cure, deep, tenſive, and heavy Pain in the 
fight Hypochondrium, which, as it tends to Suppu- 
ration, is uſually more or leſs pungent ; there 
Is alſo a Now Fever, which is more or leſs acutg, 
according to the degree of the Inflammatiop. 
They who labour under it, are forced to he 
on their Backs -almoſt continually ; eſpecially, 
It the Diaphragm be affected, and there be a dry 
Cough. In general, the Symptoms are not ſo 
violent in an Hepatitis, as they are in a true 
Pleuriſy. It is a dangerous Malady, which often 
ends in Death, or elle it is diſcuſs*d, or gradually 
ſuppurates, or degenerates into a Scirrbus. When 
t ſuppurates, the purulent Matter is diſcharged, 
ſometimes by Stool, ſometimes by Urine, and 
ſometimes by Expectoration. A. Singultus is one 
of the worſt of Symptoms.

Of a FAILURE of the Memory. 


Art. 414. Amongſt all the Faculties of the 
human Mind, there is not any one of them, 
that hath perplexed the Philoſophers with ſo 
much difficulty to account for, as the Memory, 
A. great many are of opinion, that that Faculty, 
as to the Mechaniſm of it, is ſo contrived, as 
to be accommodated with a fort of Repoſitory 
of a multitude of Ideas, gradually collected from 
the Inlets of the Senſes, as occaſion offered, 
and regularly ranged in the Brain, and marked 
with peculiar Signatures; from whence the Me. 
mory is endued with a power to call ſuch and 
ſuch forth at pleaſure, as out of a Promptuary, 
for future uſes, as need ſhall require. But to 
this Notion two very great Difficulties occur, vis. 
In ſo great an Accumulation of Ideas, how 
is it poſſible, that they ſhould nor obliterate 
and confound one the other; and likewiſe it 1s 
as hard to conceive by what Artifice the Mind

The Form and Fi- 
gure of theſe Hydatides ariſe from the Conſtruc- 
tion of the Lymphaticks, which are furniſhed 
with innumerable Valves, and the Spaces be- 
tween thoſe Valves being filled with the ſtagna- 
ting Lympha, and diſtended more and more un- 
til rhey drop off, aſſume ſometimes a globular 
Form, or more often a kind of oblong ſpheroi- 
dal Figure: theſe greatly increaſe in number, 
until they fill up the whole Cavity of the Ab- 
domen ; and theſe Hydatides are ſo cleverl 
ſhut up to retain their Contents, that when the 
Body comes to be opened, very little extravaſated 
Lympha or Water is found in it. This Diſtem- 
per happens very frequently in Brutes, eſpecially 
in Sheep, which is called the Bane or Rott, and 
in the Weſt of England, the Coatb. There are 
Examples of it in human Bodies in Sennertus, 
Tulpius, and Bartholinus, &c. T hat in the French 
Collections de P Acad. des Scien. p.215. Anno 
1722, is very curious. 
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Art. 816. About the Year 1722. Mr. Richard 4 Hiſtory. 


Blinch an eminent Apothecary in Biddiford gave me 
an Account of a young Seaman that was under 
his care for a great Swelling of his Belly, which 
was occaſioned, as he inform'd him, by his 
drinking a great quantity of cold Water, when 
he was in a burning Fever. Some means were 
made uſe of, Plaiſters were applied to the Ab- 
domen and Cataplaſms, but he found very little 
Benefit.

Of a DROPSsY of the Peritonæum. 


Art. 8 17. A Dropſy of the Peritonæum is a

Art. 8 19. There is a remarkable Account in 
Cbeſelden's Anatomy, p. 187, Sc. of one labour- 
ing under an Aſcites, who had the Operation of 
the Paracenteſis performed upon him nine and 
twenty times in one Year, and had above ſevent 
Gallons of Water taken from him, The laſt 
three Weeks before he died, he was troubled with 
a Rheumatiſm, and frequently with a Bleeding 
at the Noſe, which ſeemed to be the immediate 
Reaſons or Cauſes of his Death ; his Body being 
opened, his Liver was notwithſtanding found very 
ſound.

I have obſerved in dead Bodies opened, 
the Dura Mater adhering cloſer than ordina 
to the Skull, the Formation of the Skull very 
much extended, and as it were broken every 
where; the Connection of the Bones at the Sutures 
at a greater diſtance than uſual ; the Brain not 
in the leaſt corrupted ; the Ventricles of the Brain 
ſo very much diſtended, that the cortical and 

medullary Subſtance of it being thruſt outward, 
was ſcarce two Fingers breadth thick, and in a 
great many places quite divided by the Protru- 
ſion of the Water; the Waters 3 
through even to the Meninges, the Blood Veſ- 
ſels were lengthened and thicker than ordinary: 
In a great many the pituary Gland ſcirrhous, 
which therefore may be reckoned amongſt the 
Cauſes of this Diſtemper. As for Paracenteſis, 
it is uſually deferred ſo long, that I have ſcarce 
ſeen one ſaved by that Operation; they die moſt

Art. 836. If a Dropſy happens in the Breaſt, 
according to Hippocrates, they that are affected 
with it have a Fever and a Cough, and breathe 
quick, their Feet ſwell, their Nails grow crooked, 
and they are affected as in an Empyema, but not 
with that ſeverity, the Diſtemper being more 
Chronical. Theſe diagnoſtick Signs of a Dropſy 
of the Breaſt are very neceſſary to be known, 
for it is a Diſtemper frequent enough, yet not 
ſufficiently known; but he that underſtands 
exactly the diagnoſtick Signs, will eaſily diſtin- 
guiſh it from another. It hath a great man 
Signs common with an Empyema ; but yet hols 
Symptoms are more remiſs, becauſe Serum or 
Water are leſs offenſive in the Bronchia of the 
Lungs and the Breaſt than purulent Matter; but 
the Diſeaſe contmues longer, becauſe the Lungs 
are not ſo much corrupted or oppreſſed by Se- 
rum, as by the aforeſaid purulent Matter col-

The Symptoms. Art. 837. In a 8 of the Breaſt, beſides

The principal Signs and Symptoms The Diagne- 
of this Diſtemper are Wearineſs of the whole ce. 
Body, Anxiety about the Heart, Shortneſs of 
Breath, Loſs of Strength, Paleneſs of the Face, 
a weak and flow Pulſe, Urine thin, or ſometimes 
thick, of a yellow Colour, inclining to redneſs, 
ſtaining a Cloth dipt in it of a Saffron-Colour ; 
ſometimes it 1s attended with bilious Vomiting, 
white Stools, an Itching of the whole Body, and a 
dryneſs and roughneſs all over the Body as if it was 
ſun-burnt, a Yellowneſs through the whole Skin, 
eſpecially in the Whites of the Eyes, with which 
Colour ſometimes all Objects ſeem to be tinged.

The Symptoms. Art. 843. The Jaundice is a Cachexy or ill 
Habit of the whole Body, occaſioning a yellow- 
neſs, moſt commonly with a Heart-burn, a Pain 
of the Hyfochondria, eſpecially the Right, a ſlow 
diſcharge by Stool, a Laſſitude, Sc. If the Vel- 
lowneſs inclines to Greenneſs, or Blueneſs, or an 
obſcure Lividneſs, it is uſually called the black 
Jaundice; ſometimes it is joined with a Fever, 
ſometimes without: Grief and Trouble often oc- 
caſion the Jaundice, The yellow Jaundice con- 
tinuing a long while, always degenerates into the 
Black, ſo that they do not eſſentially differ. An 
Anxiety about the Heart, the Senſation of a 
Straitneſs and Compreſſion thereabouts, loſs of 
Strength, fainting Fits, c. often happen before 
the appearance of the Jaundice: If the Urine is 
ſhook, a yellow Froth ariſes, and colours Lin- 
nen like Saffron, but hath not always a Saffron- 
coloured Sediment; the Stools are commonly 

white, of the Colour of Aſhes, and this laſt 
is moſt commonly a Sign of a Stone in the Gall-

yellower the Jaundice is, the eaſier it is cured; 
but the blacker it is, the more difficult. "Whey 
it is complicated with the Drop, it is ſeldom cu- 
red. If Sweat breaks out (ſays Sylvius) it 
«© gives hopes, that there may be a ſpeedy Cure; 
but if the Urine depoſits a 'reddiſh Matter, 
and the Subſidence be quickly after it is made, 
eit betokens the length of the Diſtemper.“

Tint, 

Urine Potus, the Dungs of all Birds and Animals, 

Lice, the Stone in che Gall- Bladder of an Ox, 

In general, I ſhould adviſe that in the Cure of 

the Jaundice, Anti-ifterick Medicines be conti- 

nued for ſome conſiderable time, becauſe it is a 
chronick and ſtubborn Diſtemper : And truly as 

long as the Urine looks thin and ſplendid; ſo 

long the Uſe of them ought to be continued, till 
the "Signs of Concoction appear, and the Urine 
becomes thick and turbid, and full of Sediment; 

for when there are theſe appearances, they afford 
great hopes of a Recovery. When the Cure is 
effected, to take away the yellow Colour of the 
Skin, Friction and Bathing are proper.

Sylvius commends this ſame Medicine, but diſ- 
ſolved in Milk by reaſon of its fixed Salt, and its 
oily Subſtance. And I alſo have tried it; in 
ſome Perſons it had a good effect, but in others 
not. Where acid Humours abound in the Jaun- 
dice or the Dropſy, I believe this Medicine is pre- 
valent, becauſe ſuch Humours are tempered 
with an acrid fixed Salt, and are by the Sao ſub- 
dued, and diſcharged by. Urine: And on the 
contrary, where acrimonious Humours have the 
preheminence, an acrid Medicine is of no value; 

I fear it rather does harm. 

A MisceLLANY- of Puotations. 

Art. 848. It may be [queſtioned whether a 
Jaundice always proceeds from an Obſtruction 
of Bile, becauſe there is no Bitterneſs in the 
Blood or Urine of icterical Perſons : The Jaun- 
dice alſo may be produced without an Obſtruc- 
tion of the Liver, as Sylvius teſtifies ; and Ob- 
ſtructions in the Liver do not always produce 
the Jaundice, as Z/tmuller witneſſes. Sometimes 
it is occalioned by the venomous Bite of ſome 
Animal. The Excrements of icterical Perſons, 
if their Bodies are laid open after they are dead, 
are ſometimes found tinged with a yellow bilious 
Colour.
